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Forest Preserve Task Force Has 


Completed Its Recommendations 


When the Greenbelt City 
Council enacted legislation cre- 
ating a Forest Preserve in the 
Fall of 2004, they also ap- 
pointed an 11l-member Forest 
Preserve Task Force to develop 
appropriate maintenance and 
management guidelines. The pre- 
serve comprises most of the 
public woodlands located be- 
tween Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) property and the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway. 

The task force was charged 
with helping to define the mea- 
sures to be undertaken by the 
city to ensure that the designated 
forest preserves were managed 
consistent with the intent of the 
legislation. 

The task force was made up 
of representatives from existing 
city advisory boards and commit- 
tees such as the Park and Recre- 
ation Advisory Board (PRAB), 
the Advisory Planning Board 
(APB), the Advisory Committee 
on Trees (ACT), the Recycling 
and Environment Advisory Com- 
mittee (REAC) and other citi- 
zens. It has worked over the 
past year and a half to complete 
its charge and presented its Draft 
Management and Maintenance

Guidelines to council in December 
2005. 

At a worksession on Monday, 
February 6 members of the task 
force met with council and staff 
to discuss the Proposed Forest 
Preserve Management and Main- 
tenance Guidelines and recom- 
mendations for minor modifica- 
tions to the forest preserve legis- 
lation. The task force also rec- 
ommended that council establish 
a permanent Forest Preserve Ad- 
visory Committee to assist in on- 
going efforts to protect the city’s 
forest preserve areas. They also 
named two additional woodland 
sites to be considered as forest 
preserve areas. 

Chairman Keith Chernikoff, on 
behalf of the task force, defined 
the areas they had reviewed: 

(Area A) North Preserve, 
Parcels 10, 17, 19 and 20. 
North of Northway, west of the 
Parkway, south of the Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center and 
east of the GHI units on Ridge 
Road. Popularly known in the 
community as the Great North 
Woods, this area is the most 
pristine, undisturbed and highly- 
valued area of the city’s open 
space parkland. 


(Area B) South Preserve, Par- 
cels 6, 7 and 8. This area is 
south and west of the Northway 
Fields, relatively flat and has 
been used for informal experien- 
tial or educational events and 
activities. Because of those ac- 
tivities, it has received informal 
maintenance or trail develop- 
ment. The task force believes 
the favorable topography will al- 
low for improved management 
of the trail system for citizen ac- 
cess. 

(Area C) South Preserve, 
Parcels 8 and 9. South of 
Northway Fields and adjacent to 
the Baltimore-Washington Park- 
way. This 18-acre parcel is dif- 
ficult to access. As the site of 
an abandoned city landfill con- 
taining junk and debris, the area 
does not lend itself for inclusion 
in a planned trail system. Pub- 
lic access in this area should be 
discouraged, if not restricted. 

(Area D) South Preserve, Part 
of Parcel 21. Located between 
Gardenway and the Community 
Gardens at Hamilton Place, this 
is a very flat portion of the 
preserve and exhibits wear and

Brings Special Talents to Class

You really know you’ve ar- 
rived as an artist when you get 
recognized at the local post of- 
fice. At least, that’s the outlook 
of Greenbelt artist Elizabeth 
Morisette. 

An artist-in-residence at the 
Greenbelt Community Center for 
nearly six years, Morisette is well 
known in the community for her 
unique fiber arts. From her 
“people totems” to “found on 
eBay” tapestries to free-form 
sculptural vessels, Morisette 
weaves her lighthearted musings 
with a colorful array of recycled 
materials that have tantalized the 
eyes of local residents. 

“T have found the community 
to be incredibly supportive” she 
remarks with gratitude. “I remem- 
ber one time, standing in line at 
the post office and a total 
stranger said to me ‘I really enjoy 
the new direction your work is 
taking. That was when I felt 
like a true community artist. The 
community had invested interest 
in my work, my success and me.” 

Collaborative 

Morisette is one of 13 artists 
participating in the inaugural 
class of a new master of arts in 
community arts program offered 
by the prestigious Maryland Insti- 
tute College of Art (MICA) in 
Baltimore. A collaborative piece

that she spearheaded displays her 
work and that of fellow graduate 
students in the exhibition “Two 
Way Street” at MICA’s Meyerhoff 
Gallery through March 12. 

The exhibition uses oral his- 
tory and mixed-media to explore 
themes of socioeconomic divides 
and intergenerational dialogue 
while celebrating untold stories 
and highlighting the power of 
experiential education. 

The Community Arts program 


kicked off with a summer institute 
in 2005. Teams composed of two 
graduate students and two high 
school interns led six-week youth 
classes in Baltimore’s Waverly 
neighborhood. Morisette, who is 
no stranger to youth arts educa- 
tion, was able to bring consider- 
able momentum into her place- 
ment.

Comment Period Extended 
Again on ICC Planning

The Maryland and Federal 
Highway Administrations have 
extended the public comment 
and review period for the Inter- 
county Connector’s (ICC) Final 
Environmental Impact Statement 
(FEIS). According to the State 
Highway Administration’s (SHA) 
February 22 news release, the 
close of comments from citizens 
and other interested parties will 
“now occur on Thursday, March 
23, rather than February 27.” 
The release pointed out that the 
“previously 45-day comment pe- 
riod already exceeded the legal 
requirement of 30 days.” In ad- 
dition, SHA calculates that citi- 
zens will have had more than 75 
days to comment since the FEIS 
was made available to the public 
for review via the Internet on 
January 6 and placed in the Fed- 
eral Register on January 13. 

“Public input is the bedrock 


of every action we take,” said 
Neil J. Pedersen, administrator of 
the Maryland SHA. “Because 
the ICC is a one-of-a-kind 
project in terms of size and com- 
plexity, we are going the extra 
mile with this one-of-a kind pro- 
cess to ensure we keep everyone 
informed.” 

The Prince George’s County 
Council and others have argued 
that the public review process 
should be extended beyond “the 
extra mile.” In fact, Prince 
George’s County Council Chair 
Thomas E. Dernoga had re- 
quested in his February 8 letter 
to the Federal Highway Adminis- 
tration (FHWA) and SHA that 
public comment period be ex- 
tended to 90 days to ensure a 
full and detailed review of the 
FEIS. He explained that after

Three Services Launched 
Through GAIL Program

The Greenbelt Assistance in 
Living program (GAIL) has added 
three new services that can be 
offered to residents said Christal 
Batey, community resource advo- 
cate, on February 22 at a recep- 
tion in the Greenbelt Community 
Center. 

The Pediatric Wellness Pro- 
gram educates individual families 
on health topics. Beginning 
March | on Wednesday evenings, 
parents and Springhill Lake EI- 
ementary School students can 
participate in a series of lectures 
and activities on topics that in- 
clude fitness, immunization, obe- 
sity, nutrition and community 
safety and identification of re- 
sources at the school. 

The 10-week program is of- 
fered in English and Spanish to 
the 37 families and 68 children 
who have registered. Students 
from the Bowie State University 
School of Nursing will conduct 
individual wellness assessments 
with each family and then work 
with the children individually 
while parents attend lectures 
given by representatives of the 


Prince George’s County Health 
Department, private physicians 
and dentists, the Greenbelt Police 
Department and nutritionists. 
Pediatric Wellness 
The Pediatric Wellness Pro- 
gram is an offspring of another 
GAIL program that matches 
Greenbelt residents with Bowie 
State University nursing students. 
Students in the program provide 
residents with services such as 
bathing, health education and vi- 
tal sign monitoring. Because the 
student nurses participated in the 
program as part of a course, their 
services were only available for a 
semester. Batey worked with the 
instructor of the course to develop 
the Pediatric Wellness Program to 
utilize nursing students during the 
remaining school semester. 
Preferred Providers 
The Home Healthcare Study 
Group, a subcommittee of the 
Friends of the Resource Advocate 
created the Preferred Provider Pro- 
gram to offer residents the ser- 
vices of registered nurses, li-

Concern about Presentation of Information 





I’m concerned about the way 
that the city’s recent deal with 
the Greenbelt Station developers 
has been presented to the public, 
both by city officials and by the 
News Review. 

First, I should say that I am 
sympathetic to the desire to have 
control over this development 
and that it may well be a good 
policy decision to help pay for 
needed improvements in order to 
secure valuable concessions. 
However, what troubles me is the 
way that policy has been pro- 
moted to the public through the 
suppression of certain quite valid 
concerns. 

At least twice now, city offi- 
cials have asserted in the News 
Review that the Tax Incremental 
Financing (TIF) by which the 
debt will be repaid will “not af- 
fect” current city residents; in 
last week’s issue, it was stated 
that “existing residents are not 
responsible for any of these 
costs.” This is highly mislead- 
ing: although all residents will 
pay the same basic tax rate, 
those in the TIF zone will be 
paying less into the general op- 
eration portion of the city bud- 
get, while using just as much of 
it as current residents. So, in ef- 
fect, current residents will carry a 
bigger share of the operating 
cost burden. If it turns out that 
the TIF residents are not contrib- 
uting enough to the general fund 
to cover their operating costs, tax 
rates will go up, affecting all resi- 
dents. So all residents are indeed 
taking on some aspect of the risk 
associated with this debt and 
could be adversely affected by it. 

A Greenbelt citizen, Robert 
Fireovid, took great care to ex- 
plain all this at the January 23 
council meeting, in which the TIF 
was eventually approved. Yet 
the News Review article on that 
meeting completely ignored 
Fireovid’s testimony. It was clear 
to those present at the meeting 
that he had done careful research 
(which he outlined in a handout 
on this issue) and passionately 
argued that the TIF was “not 
fair” because of the dispropor- 
tionate share of operating costs 
that are placed on current resi- 
dents as compared to new resi- 
dents in the TIF zone. I don’t 


recall a single city official re- 
sponding to his points — indicat- 
ing that they had no rebuttal. 
However, not one word of 
Fireovid’s testimony made it into 
the News Review. Even if one 
might disagree with his com- 
ments, they certainly were news- 
worthy by any objective stan- 
dard; he was known to have led 
a flyer campaign in opposition to 
the TIF and the deal with the de- 
veloper, urging people to attend 
the meeting and he was the lead- 
off speaker in opposition, summa- 
rizing many key points that were 
then echoed by other speakers. 
He’s not the only one to have 
concerns about TIFs; others have 
raised similar objections (for ex- 
ample, sec http:// 
talktotony.blogspot.com/2006/0 1/tif- 
giving-away-store-to-get-store.html 
or http://reclaimdemocracy.org/ar- 
tictles/20 0 6 / 
tax_increment_financing.php). 

As I said at the beginning of 
this letter, it may well be the 
right decision to enter into this 
deal to help make the develop- 
ment, as much as possible, an as- 
set rather than a blight. But I am 
very disappointed in the process 
by which this decision was ulti- 
mately reached and I’m tired of 
the misleading comments and 
half-truths still being dissemi- 
nated in support of what was 
clearly a foregone conclusion.

abuse associated with heavy 
public use. It is also affected by 
Parkway noise. It shows evi- 
dence of illegal and undesirable 
activity (drug and alcohol con- 
sumption, gun use and overnight 
camping) and is littered. 

In spite of these negative con- 
ditions, this area could be uti- 
lized to provide hiking trails 
connecting to the North End ar- 
eas and possibly reverse the pat- 
tern of misuse. The benefit of a 
designated park/hiking area for 
Area D could reduce the demand 
on the more primitive areas of the 
preserve where public use is not 
encouraged. 

(Area E) South Preserve, Part 
of Parcel 21. From Gardenway 
southeast to McDonald Field, 
this area is also relatively flat. 
Except for community gardening 
near the pathway leading to the 
Spellman overpass, it is heavily 
vegetated, not well used for hik- 
ing and has few informal trails. 
Lacking an obvious demand, the 
task force recommends this area 
be continued in its existing con- 
dition. 

Guidelines 

In reference to these areas, 
the task force recommended 
guidelines for signage, mainte- 
nance, management of invasive 
species and existing vegetation, 
catastrophic events, enforcement 
of regulations, activities and spe- 
cial events and forest health. A 
section labeled “contingencies” 
deals with existing community 
uses in some areas of the pre- 
serve that may be considered in- 
compatible with the forest pre- 
serve program or the content of 
the guidelines.

Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center 
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Using the Community Gar- 
dens, the Hamilton Cemetery and

detailed briefings by SHA, “Sev- 
eral issues were raised by my 
colleagues which require the 
council to reconvene in staff 
worksessions to review the issues 
and responses.” 

Audubon Comments 

Brian Henry, Audubon Natu- 
ralist Society’s ICC organizer, 
said he was pleased that state and 
federal administrations granted 
an extension of the citizen com- 
ment period. However, he as- 
serted, the extension period still 
does not give adequate time for 
reviewing the voluminous and 
extremely technical 2,700-page 
FEIS document and accompany- 
ing reports and the additional 
new information released in Janu- 
ary 2005. 

As an example, he pointed to 
new information on air quality 
analysis that he said “fails to 
meet Environmental Protection 
Agency standards on air pollu- 
tion.” Henry asserted that air 
toxins were not measured along 


the ICC right-of-way where thou- 
sands of residents live. 
Decision Pending 

Upon completion of the FEIS 
review period on March 23, the 
FHWA will analyze all comments 
and issue a “Record of Deci- 
sion.” This will be the final de- 
termination among the three 
study alternatives: Corridor One, 
the preferred alignment (the 
southern-most of the two pro- 
posed corridors), Corridor Two 
(the northern corridor) and the 
“no build” option. 

The preferred ICC alignment 
(Master Plan Alignment) is the 
$2.4 billion (plus financing) six- 
lane, multi-modal, 18-mile high- 
way connecting existing and 
planned development areas be- 
tween [-270 in central Montgom- 
ery County and the [-95/U.S. 1 
corridor in northwestern Prince 
George’s County. Both the Draft 
and FEIS have included toll es- 
timates for ICC commuters.

Chernikoff indicated that the 
report had been considered by 
each of the city boards and com- 
mittees with task force represen- 
tatives and had been approved 
unanimously. 

They will meet again on 
March 9 to address issues 
raised and present a revised 
version to council. Council also 
requested the task force revisit 
its recommendation regarding 
establishment of a permanent 
Forest Preserve Advisory Com- 
mittee and look at other pos- 
sible models that might provide 
appropriate advice to council. 
They were concerned about po- 
tential jurisdictional issues and 
the most optimum approach for 
assuring communication and co- 
ordination among various advi- 
sory bodies with an interest in 
this topic. 

Two new areas recommended 
for forest preserve status include 
Parcel 7 in the Boxwood subdi- 
vision. This approximately 8.81 
acres are located north of Cres- 
cent Road, west of Lastner Lane, 
south of Ivy Lane and east of 
Ridge Road. The area to be in- 
cluded in the preserve would be 
the wooded section only. The 
second new area would be Parcel 
2, a 10.6-acre buffer parcel adja- 
cent to the north side of 
Northway and immediately south 
of the North Preserve Area A.

Greenbelt Recreation Depart- 
ment’s popular Creative Kids 
Camp, Morisette has_ subse- 
quently received support from 
the Maryland State Arts Council 
for residencies at area elementary 
schools. She has also taught 
with a Head Start program in 
Howard County, the Greenbelt 
Cooperative Nursery School and 
Kindergarten, Greenbelt-area Girl 
Scout troops and Greenbelt el- 
ementary school children partici- 
pating in an arts field trip series 
coordinated by the Greenbelt 
Recreation Department. 

Role as Student 

Several of Morisette’s class- 
mates are recent college gradu- 
ates. In light of her longer expe- 
rience as both an artist and an 
educator, she has struggled to 
shape her role within the group. 
“T try to lead by example,” she 
says, “and I really enjoy getting 
together with [fellow students] in 
small groups after class .... So, 
I guess instead of being the mom, 
I am more like the big sister who 
tells it like it is.” 

Morisette is currently busy 
with the second phase of the 
MICA program, a year-long resi- 
dency in conjunction with 
Americorps. She is serving as 
artist-in-residence at the Balti- 
more Jewish Community Center 
(JCC). With 20,000 members of 
all ages, this is the largest JCC 
organization in the United States. 
The scale of the community far 
outstrips any that Morisette has 
attempted to engage previously 
but she has risen to the challenge 
with determination and spirit. 

An astounding 1,300 people 


participated in Morisette’s first un- 
dertaking with the JCC. The 
“Kvitl Project,” as she calls it, fo- 
cused on the “wishes, hopes, 
dreams and prayers of the mem- 
bers of the JCC.” Kvitl is a Yid- 
dish word meaning a little mes- 
sage. In 30 suitcases Morisette 
gathered 2,500 little messages in- 
scribed on rolls of parchment pa- 
per which composed her installa- 
tion now on view at the 
Meyerhoff Gallery. 

Morisette also collected some 
fond memories of her own in the 
course of the Kvitl Project. She 
recalls, “With the kindergarteners, 
they not only placed a kvitl in a 
suitcase, they also made a ‘wish 
necklace’ where the parchment 
paper was rolled into a bead 
which they wore around their 
necks. Drew wore his wish neck- 
lace for a whole month. Every 
time I saw him, he had it on. That 
must have been some wish!” 

Morisette is already looking 
forward to her next project at the 
JCC, in which seniors and young 
children will collaborate in the 
creation of a felted wall hanging 
called “The Giving Tree.” 

Advocate 

Morisette’s most ambitious 
project with the JCC, however, 
will be to advocate for the 
organization’s employment of an 
artist-in-residence to serve their 
community. As the second artist 
to have fulfilled this function 
through the support’ of 
Americorps, she believes that she 
and her counterpart have demon- 
strated the need and desire for arts 
programming among the JCC 
membership. 
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Building the case for a new 
position will serve as the focus of 
Morisette’s written thesis for her 
master’s program. She plans to 
hold up the Greenbelt Recreation 
Department’s Arts Supervisor posi- 
tion as a model for the Baltimore 
JCC, which might in turn serve as 
a model for other large recreation- 
oriented organizations throughout 
the country. “The impact could 
be far-reaching,” she says hope- 
fully. 

In the spirit of the “two way 
Street,’ Morisette also looks for- 
ward to drawing on her experi- 
ences with the JCC to develop 
new projects in her own home- 
town. “I hope to come back to 
Greenbelt and implement inter- 
generational art programs, much 
like the one I am creating here at 
the JCC. At the JCC I am an 
outsider coming in with ideas to 
help create community. Greenbelt 
is my community and I hope to 
strengthen it through this work.” 

Community 

While the master’s program 
represents a new opportunity for 
Morisette, her personal commit- 
ment to the program’s underlying 
values is long-standing. “I enjoy 
using art-making as a catalyst to 
create community,” she says. 
“Sometimes the project matters 
very little — it is the conversation 
and the buzz in the room when 
people are engaged that I find in- 
toxicating.” 

Morisette traces her commu- 
nity work back to the time of her 
graduation from the North Caro- 
lina State School of Design in 
1994. Projects which she has 
completed in Greenbelt have in- 





cluded the “Great Glowing Snake” 
woven for the Community Center 
by 180 community members tak- 
ing turns on her large floor loom. 
Morisette also worked with local 
youth to create the series of blue, 
black and purple banners which 
have adorned the Community 
Center gym ceiling in recent years 
for the Festival of Lights and 
Greenbelt New Year. 

“My mantra is “everyone is an 
artist,’ Morisette remarks. “TI re- 
ally feel that people who have 
found the creative part of their 
persona are happier. I can’t tell 
you how many times I have been 
told, ‘I’m not an artist, I can’t 
draw.’ My projects celebrate the 
everyday and making it extraordi- 


nary. 

“Ok, so you can’t draw. What 
about sewing? What about sculp- 
ture? What about crochet? I like 
to give options and respond to an 
individual’s need so they can find 
that inner creative spirit and let it 
out.”

censed practical nurses, certified 
nursing assistants, certified medi- 
cation aides and personal care 
aides at a discounted rate. The 
prograra, scheduled to begin in 
March, is made up of five health- 
care providers that were selected 
from a group of 15 potential 
companies. 

The Home Healthcare Study 
Group requested proposals from 
85 providers. Over the course of 
a year they were able to select 
the top five providers based on 
experience, references, financial 
strength, variety of services, staff 
and cost. 

“When you pick up the yellow 
pages, you don’t have any of this 
information. You just hope that 
‘Mrs. Jones’ will be there the 
next day,” said Batey. 

Adaptable Equipment 

The Adaptable Equipment 
Program, available as of Febru- 
ary 14, provides equipment for 
people with long-term and tem- 
porary disabilities to help them 
adjust their home to their needs. 
The program supplies Greenbelt 
residents age 60 and over with 
items such as raised toilet seats, 
shower chairs, handheld showers 
and support bars for bathtubs. 
Equipment costs are based on the 
individual’s income but installa- 
tion and delivery are free.

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GFVD Visits Mamas and Papas: 
Families Learn about Fire Safety

The Greenbelt Mamas and Pa- 
pas playgroup was visited by the 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment on Wednesday, February 15. 
The firefighters arrived in full 
gear and brought the fire engine. 
The kids got a hoot out of seeing 
a really big fire engine. 

The fire chief spoke to par- 
ents and children about the im- 
portance of fire safety. There 
was even a demonstration on 
how to stop, drop and roll. One 
key point to remember is in do- 
ing this procedure it is important 
to keep the face covered. Who 
knew?! Also stressed was the 
critical need to have working 
smoke detectors on every living 
level of the home. Check the 
batteries every six months — 
change them when changing the 


clocks at the start and end of 
daylight savings time. This is 
the number one safety feature in 
fire prevention. It is the smoke 
that does most of the damage in 
a house fire. 

When a fire starts in a home 
the smoke is so thick and so 
dark that it is next to impossible 
to see anything. So stay low 
and have an escape plan. A fire- 
man in all of his gear can look 
petty scary to little ones, so 
teach them not to hide. This is 
a big danger in a fire. 

Fire safety is something for all 
to be aware of and it is never 
too soon to learn. To learn 
more — visit the Mamas and Pa- 
pas every Wednesday from 11 
a.m. to 1 p.m. at the Greenbelt 
Youth Center.

New SAT I/SAT II 
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Tutoring Center Works with Child’s School

Its pink walls covered in stu- 
dent progress charts and birthday 
reminders, C2 Educational Center 
provides an inviting atmosphere 
for area students to get an extra 
push toward high academic 
achievement. 

A C2 franchise in Lanham’s 
Eastgate Shopping Center was 
started in July 2005 by Center Di- 
rector Bessie Queen and Dr. 
Shelton Rhodes. Since then the 
number of tutored students has 
risen to 60. Their goal is to make 
it to 100 by July, their location’s 
one-year anniversary. 

“T wanted to be somewhere in 
Prince George’s County,’ Rhodes 
said. “We thought this was a 
great area because of the schools 
around. There is a great need for 
this type of place.” 

C2 offers tutoring at all levels 
from kindergarten through high 
school, including preparation for 
standardized tests such as the 
SAT and ACT. 

Queen emphasized the staff’s 
care and concerns in making sure 
students progress in their problem 
subjects and continue to improve. 

“We correlate with the public 
or private school the child goes 
to,’ Queen said. “We email the 
teacher about what areas the child 
needs help in. The public school 
and this facility work hand in 
hand.” 

Martina Moffett found out 
about the center after Queen 
called her at her job at Spartan 
Plumbing. She thought the center 
would be a good fit for her 
daughter Melissa, who was strug- 
gling with division and fractions. 


“When I found out what the 
center was about, I inquired about 
it and went to see it,” Moffett 
said. “It’s a nice warm comfort- 
able atmosphere. Melissa’s grades 
have improved a lot and her self- 
confidence has gone up. All in all 
I like it and I have referred people 
there as well.” 

Tutors 

Currently seven tutors are on 
staff from a variety of back- 
grounds ranging from teachers in 
the Prince George’s County public 
school system to recent college 
graduates from local schools like 
Howard University and the Uni- 
versity of Maryland. 

Rhodes said C2 is strict about 
assuring the quality of its tutors. 
Each tutor is screened thoroughly 
and has to pass with a score of 
700 or higher in at least one sub- 
ject on the old SAT to become a 
qualified applicant. 

After testing the tutors go 
through training at the C2 fran- 
chise headquarters based in 
nearby Virginia. 

Rhodes said out of every three 
tutors who apply, on average only 
one is accepted to continue with 





training. “It doesn’t matter what 
school you come from, if you 
can’t pass our test, you can’t tu- 
tor,’ Rhodes said. 

C2 centers are currently located 
in East Coast states such as 
Florida, Georgia, New York and 
New Jersey. Though not yet as 
established as centers like Sylvan 
and Kaplan, Rhodes said the one 
thing this franchise has is the 
hunger for success. 

“We’ve only been here six 
months but it’s not a disadvan- 
tage,” Rhodes said. “Because we 
haven’t been here as long, we 
have to fight harder. We can’t 
rest.”
